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AXED: X53 Sunday bus service 


A MAJOR bus route through the 
Bridport area is to be axed leaving 
thousands potentially stranded one 
day a week. 

The X53 Sunday service - which runs 
from Weymouth to Lyme Regis via Ab- 
botsbury, Burton Bradstock, West Bay 
and Bridport - is to be cut by the end of 
December as Dorset County Council 
continues to seek ways to find £57m of 
cuts demanded by Westminster over 
three years. 

The move will see the end of any kind 
of public transport along the coast road 
and between West Bay and Bridport on 
Sundays. 

But angry residents are concerned the 
cost-cutting is again targeting the most 
vulnerable as well as knocking tourism 
and hitting people who need the bus to 
get to work on a Sunday. 

Burton Bradstock Parish Councillor 
Darren Batten voiced his concerns after

hearing from residents at the most re¬ 
cent West Area Transport Action Group 
(WATAG) meeting. 

He said: “A lot of people in the com¬ 
munity in Burton Bradstock rely on that 
bus. People are busy in their lives and 
these days that includes Sundays.” 

The 44-year-old continued: “It is a 
trading day now and has been for a long 
while. I know of people in Burton Brad¬ 
stock who use the bus to get to work - 
I imagine a lot of youngsters rely on it 
for Sunday work. 

“Even in winter we have rural busi¬ 
nesses - pubs, cafes, everything at Ab- 
botsbury and things going on in 
Weymouth and Bridport. Just because 
it is winter in Dorset it doesn’t mean we 
hibernate.” 


The master brewer for Palmers Brew¬ 
ery added: “Dorset County Council are 
always talking about finding ways to 
promote tourism - well here is a cut 
which will surely hit 


tourism hard. 

“They need to run buses more effi¬ 
ciently, not cut routes. My fear is that 
this is the thin end of the wedge and that

Luckily, I decided to enjoy it and 
try to share some of the passion I have for the piano and 
thankfully my hands stopped shaking enough to play. 

• WHAT'S so special about the Chapel in the Gar¬ 
den? 

It is just an amazing, joyful and yet calming place, very 
inclusive and open. It has events and activities that help 
people reach for positivity in their lives. It doesn't mat¬ 
ter what faith or background you have, all are welcome.

• WHAT'S the 
most memorable 
event you have 
been involved 
with there? 

A multi-faith carol 
service which was 
attended by 120 
people. We cele¬ 
brated Christmas, 

Hannukah and 
the Winter Sol¬ 
stice. The space 
was beautifully 
decorated with 
ribbon and real 
greenery, we had 
four harps and 
lots of other musi¬ 
cians. A lot of chil¬ 
dren were present and we sang, danced and learnt 
about how different people in our community celebrate 
this time of year. For example Jane Silver Corren, our 
town crier, told us about the Jewish festival Hannukah. 
We are celebrating again this year on December 20th 
at 5pm - it is family and pet friendly and we already have 
a lot of musicians and children involved. 

• THE chapel is inter-denominational. What does 
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this mean in practice? 

Well, it is Unitarian which is inclusive and respecting of 
all people's paths and faiths. It embraces people wher¬ 
ever they are spiritually. This can mean people of all re¬ 
ligions or none. In my experience what this means in 
practice is that you will never be told what to believe. 

• WHAT do you hope to impart to children when 
you teach them? 

I hope to impart a sense of fun with their own learning 
and confidence in themselves. With music, I like to be 
able to help children start composing and finding the 
joy in sharing music together. 

• IS music beneficial to the development of a child? 

Absolutely! It can be such a source for joy, confidence 
building and generally a whole brain learning experi¬ 
ence. This means it uses both the right and the left brain 
which in turn will help in other areas of their learning 
such as reading and writing. 

• You are involved with soul midwifery. What is 
that?

f A MAN has been released on unconditional bail fol- 


A NOTORIOUS stretch 
of road in West Dorset is 
to see new markings in a 
bid to improve safety. 

Dorset County Council 
is carrying out the work 
on the B3157 coast road 
- which runs from Brid- 
port to Weymouth - as 
part of the Road Safety 
Partnership Project. 

But it is feared the im¬ 
provements “miss the tar¬ 
get” when it comes to 
improving the route’s no¬ 
torious safety record. 

The work is set to alter 
centre lining, amend 
edge lining at lay-bys, re¬ 
move edge and centre 
lines in villages and re¬ 
move and refresh ‘slow’ 
markings. 

No work is planned to 
alter the centre-line cats- 
eyes. 

Highways staff at DCC 
will start at the bend at 
Bagwell Farm, near 
Chickerell, and move 
west towards Bridport. 
Stop and go boards will 
be used where necessary. 

Mike Winter, head of 
highways management at 
DCC acknowledged the

council’s management of 
the road had angered 
some motorists. 

He said: “We know that 
this project has been un¬ 
popular with a number of 
drivers, but the concept 
of minimising road 
markings in order to 
make drivers think about 
what they are doing ap¬ 
pears to be working.” 

He added: “The scenic 
and rural nature of the 
road has been at the fore¬ 
front of this project. 

“The work we are un¬ 
dertaking now is in keep¬ 
ing with the partnership’s 
aims to improve safety 
using methods sympa¬ 
thetic with the rural set¬ 
ting, so drivers shouldn’t 
expect to suddenly see a 
reappearance of signage 
and lots of road mark¬ 
ings.” 

The scenic route from 
Bridport to Weymouth 
via Abbotsbury has been 
subject to safety cam¬ 



REVISION 
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paigns following a num¬ 
ber of fatal crashes. 

Former campaigner 
Tony Edwards runs a bed 
and breakfast adjacent to 
the coast road. 

He said: “I’m all for 
anything that can im¬ 
prove safety along this 
road. But I think the issue 
with white lines and cats 
eyes is missing the target 
- many accidents occur 
in broad daylight and 
good weather with clear 
visibility. 

He continued: “The 
issue is the speed at 
which people drive along 
here. 

“The road is one long 
uninterrupted ribbon 
with no roundabouts, no 


pedestrian crossings, no 
traffic lights - nothing to 
make people slow down. 

“If people drove at the 
50mph speed limit [the 
maximum set along the 
route] then there would 
be far fewer accidents. 

He added: “I am not in 
favour of urbanising the 


road, but I would like to 
see speed indicator de¬ 
vices at points along the 
road. It makes people 
aware of how fast they 
are going so they don’t 
suddenly find themselves 
approaching a bend at 
70mph and find them¬ 
selves on their roof in a 


field.” 

In addition to the road¬ 
works, the brown 
‘tourist’ signs at the each 
end of the coast road are 
also set to be amended to 
include the words 
“scenic route to Bridport 
[or Weymouth] via Ab¬ 
botsbury.”

there are more cuts to 
come.” 

Councillor Ros Kayes - 
who is Bridport Town 
Council’s representative 
on WATAG - described 
the decision as thought¬ 
less, alarming and disas¬ 
trous. 

She said: “This deci¬ 
sion... is paltry cost cut¬ 
ting of the worst kind. 
They have no thought for 
how it will impact on eld¬ 
erly or low income resi¬ 
dents who may rely on 
buses as their only form 
of transport. 

“It is even more alarm¬ 
ing though, that [DCC] 
are proposing to make 
further savings from an 
upcoming review of all 
subsidised services. This 
could affect the routes to 
Dorchester and Axmin- 
ster as well, and not just 
Sunday services. The 
people of Bridport need 
to be really, really con¬ 
cerned about it.” 

She added: “Any cuts 
to existing services 
would be disastrous to 
the people of Bridport.” 

The X53 bus - run by 
First Group - previously 
operated all the way from 
Exeter to Poole on Sun¬ 
days, as it does on week¬ 
days, but had its route 
curtailed when Devon 
County Council with¬ 
drew funding support. 


A spokesman for First 
bus group said: “Follow¬ 
ing the council’s decision 
to remove funding for 
Sunday journeys on 
Service X53 during the 
winter period, these jour¬ 
neys will cease to operate 
from the end of the 
year.” 

He continued: “While 
regrettable, without the 
support from the local 
authority to run these 
journeys it is not finan¬ 
cially possible for us to 
operate them during the 
winter.” 

When asked how many 
passengers would be af¬ 
fected, he said: “Unfortu¬ 
nately I am unable to 
provide passenger fig¬ 


ures as this data is com¬ 
mercially sensitive.” 

A DCC spokesman 
blamed the cuts on “se¬ 
vere pressures” on re¬ 
sources. 

He said: “Although not 
part of our original con¬ 
tract with First, Dorset 
County Council agreed 
to fund a winter Sunday 
service on the Lyme 
Regis - Bridport - Wey¬ 
mouth section of the 
X53 route for 2011/12 
only. 

“The service ran from 
the end of October 2011 
to late April 2012 and 
cost £17,923. The aver¬ 
age number of passen¬ 
gers per journey was 
around 23. 


“Given the severe pres¬ 
sures on local Govern¬ 
ment resources, there is 
no new funding available 
to support additional bus 
services. 

“The cabinet could 
therefore not agree to 
fund the X53 winter Sun¬ 
day service beyond the 
end of December 2012. 

“Next year we will be 


reviewing of all of our 
subsidised bus routes to 
ensure we are making the 
best use of our limited re¬ 
sources, and the X53 
winter Sunday service 
will be considered as part 
of that review. 

“It is anticipated that 
an X53 Sunday service 
will resume before 
Easter.” 


Many bus routes have 
been affected by council 
cuts either directly or 
through a reduction in 
the amount councils pay 
bus companies whenever 
a passenger uses a bus 
pass - a cost cutting 
measure that led to this 
week’s demise of the 202 
route from Crewkerne to 
Dorchester.

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Col fox school set to become an academy 


THE Sir John Colfox School looks certain to sever ties 
with Dorset County Council and adopt Academy status. 

The move would see the school become responsible for 
its own budget and able to set its own curriculum in line 
with the schools initiative started under Tony Blair’s 
Labour government and taken forward by the Coalition. 

The secondary school has completed two stages of con¬ 
sultation, the first with parents and governors, the second 
with teachers and staff, with the consensus at both meet¬ 
ings described by head teacher Kay Taylor as “reluctant 
acceptance” of the proposal. 

She said: “During both consultations, with parents and 
teaching staff, there was some reluctance towards becom¬ 
ing an Academy. But it was generally agreed at both con¬ 
sultations that becoming an Academy was best for the 
school and best for the students. 

“We would rather not do so, but we reluctantly accept 
that we best serve the school and the pupils by becoming 
an Academy.” 

The move is seen as a reaction to changes in national 
education policy which would limit pupil choice if the 
school did not act. 

Mrs Taylor said: “If we were not able to set our own 
curriculum then we would be required to implement 
changes that would limit the subjects students would be 
able to study in future. 

“There are a whole raft of subjects that pupils are going 
to be required to study under new guidelines. For exam¬ 


ple they would be required to do both history and geog¬ 
raphy as well as courses in art appreciation and design 
which would not even count towards their GCSE’s. 

“This would leave no time left to study anything of their 
own choice and we as a school do not want to see that 
happen. 

“By becoming an Academy we will be able to continue 
giving our students the choices they enjoy at present.” 

The school will now meet with UNICEF and teachers 
unions before consulting the pupils themselves and com¬ 
ing to a final decision. 

Mrs Taylor said: “Visibly there will be no difference if 
we were to become an Academy. 

“We will continue to run the school in the same way 
and if anything we will have a little bit more money to 
spend.” 

She added: “We have a very good relationship with 
Dorset County Council and we would hope to continue 
to work with them in future. The difference is that we will 
have a business relationship with them. They will be a 
service we will use rather than being our employer.” 

The area’s other secondary school, Beaminster School, 
has stated it has no intention of seeking Academy status 
at this time. 

In a statement, head teacher Mike Best said: “The 
school is not actively considering any change of status. 
Governors will always seek to be well-informed about 
the implications”. 


Flooding hits Dorset again 


FIRE crews were called out across 
the county as torrential rain 
caused regional flooding. 

But although there was some 
localised flooding, especially in 
Burton Bradstock, Shipton Gorge 
and Thorncombe, the area es¬ 
caped the worst of the flooding 
that caused so much disruption 
throughout the South West. 

Dorset Fire and Rescue Service 
(DFRS) reported 70 responses to 
calls attributed to flooding over 
the week- including being called 


to the assistance of a driver 
trapped in their car at Thorn¬ 
combe. 

This compares to more than 150 
calls over one weekend during 
the worst of the summer floods. 

However a DFRS spokesman is 
urging drivers to exercise caution 
when driving through the stand¬ 
ing water still evident on many of 
the county's roads. 

He said: "We would still urge 
people not to drive through 


standing water of any significant 
depth. 

"Not only do you risk becoming 
stranded, you pose a risk of fur¬ 
ther flooding to houses by the 
side of the road. 

He continued: "Water pushed 
into houses in this way is a signifi¬ 
cant problem." 

The forecast for the Bridport 
area is mainly dry for the coming 
week, although temperatures are 
expected to drop below freezing 
as the skies clear.

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Town's first car charging point opens 


THE future of motoring was 
ushered into Bridport when 
the town's first electric car 
charging port was declared 
open for business. 

The port - which can 
charge up to two cars simul¬ 
taneously - is run by AP 
Chant and can be found out¬ 
side The Core, their centre for 
renewable energy in the 
Gore Cross estate. 

The charging point uses 
electricity generated from 80 
solar panels installed over¬ 
head, making charging an 
electric car doubly green. On 
cloudy days the port is 
topped up from the mains. 

AP Chant director Lucy 
Chant explained why the 
company was promoting the 
green technology. 

She said: "It's a natural pro¬ 
gression for our company to 
move into this area. We have 
been championing newer, 
greener technologies in our 
buildings for a while now. 

"This seems like an exten¬ 
sion of that ethos. We realise 
that energy saving and 
green technologies are the 
future and we want to be at 
the forefront of that drive." 

Test-running the port were 
two Nissan Leafs donated for 
the day by Nissan dealer FJ 
Chalke from Wincanton, 


Somerset. The Leaf is Nissan's 
flagship electric vehicle. 

FJ Chalke commercial man¬ 
ager Shane Rendall ex¬ 
plained the advantages of 
owning a Leaf. 

He said: "When it comes to 
efficiency there really is no 
comparison. It costs £2 to 
charge a car to capacity. 
That's the equivalent cost of 
running a car that does 340 
mpg. 

"At the moment at this port 
it takes six hours to charge a 
car from empty to full. But at 
faster ports, such as at Fleet 
services, that's down to 30 
minutes. There is already 
technology in Japan that can 
charge your car in a few min¬ 
utes and no doubt it will find 
its way as more people start 
to drive electric cars." 

AP Chant owner Ashley 
Chant described having an 
electric fleet as potentially 
ideal for his company. 

He said: "Eventually you 
might see a shift over to 
electric vehicles for jobs 
around the town or in the lo¬ 
cality. 

"In terms of running costs 
it's a no-brainer. It also pro¬ 
motes a lifestyle change 
which includes sensible driv¬ 
ing so it is potentially ideal 
for AP Chant."

THERE are good reasons why Lionel Bart's musical 
Oliver! - which tends to find its way back to the stage 
via Carol Reed's film adaptation - is beloved by 
institutions such as Beaminster School, which put on 
the show for two near-sellout nights. 

It contains multiple roles made for youngsters - 
who delight in portraying gin-soaked ruffians - 
while for educators there is the chance to bring a 
Dickens tale vividly to life. 

But best of all there are the songs - the standout,

wonderfully crafted numbers which for some musi¬ 
cal lovers are all-but unbeatable in the genre. 

Still, it is a technically challenging production that 
requires a great deal from cast and crew. That this 
production was such a success is down to the depth 
of talent evident in the school's ranks on and off¬ 
stage, as well as the dedication of their Head of 
Drama, the published playwright Valerie Goodwin, 
who directed, and Head of Music Nick Wardle, the 
show's musical director. 

Spirited orphan Oliver (Liam Fursman, perfectly 
cast) escapes the workhouse overseen by the cruel, 
inflated Mr Bumble (elegantly played by Joe Pitfield) 
and Widow Corney (Kirsten Smith) and heads for the 
bright lights of London. 

There he falls in with the Artful Dodger, played by 
Imogen Barnes and, on this occasion, 12-year-old 
Sydney O'Donovan who fairly lit up the stage with 
joyous conviction. 

Dodger brings Oliver to Fagin (Oli Dodson) - a 
thieving hoarder who employs a gang of boys to 
pick pockets for him. 

The boys' perilous yet fun-filled existence is given 
extra colour through the hard-playing Nancy (Nikki 
Hendrick-who if she applied to her entire perform¬ 
ance the passion and confidence she brought to her 
show-stopping solos, could, on this showing, be a 
major talent). 

But the shadow of Bill Sikes (Jack Bloss) - the men¬ 
acing graduate of Fagin's own brand of finishing 
school - looms large over the operation, and when 
Oliver is arrested and brought under the wing of the 
well-to-do Mr Brownlow (Joe Arey) and his house¬ 
keeper (a convincing Hatti Amos) Sikes threatens to 


silence the boy with his cosh. 

Nancy intervenes and loses her life. Sikes takes 
Oliver hostage only to be taken down by a police¬ 
man's shot, and our hero is safely ensconced back in 
what turns out to be his rightful family. 

For all that happens to Oliver, the key to any pro¬ 
duction of this musical is the triangle formed by the 
Artful Dodger, Fagin and Bill Sikes. Although he is a 
scoundrel, Fagin has a conscience and is haunted by 
the knowledge that his little game turns lovable 
scamps like Dodger into murderous devils like Sikes. 

Watching Fagin wrestle with the dubious charac¬ 



ters his immoral trade has created is the most com¬ 
pelling feature of the story. 

Good then that all three parts were entirely believ¬ 
able and delivered with brio. Oli Dodson gave us 
shades of self-doubt amid the knockabout clowning 
the role of Fagin demands, Sydney O'Donovan's 
Dodger was bursting with charisma, and Jack Bloss 
as Sikes was genuinely chilling. 

And yet it was 13-year-old Liam Fursman who most 
captured the audience. Seemingly born for the role 
of Oliver, he was outstanding in portraying the vul¬ 
nerability that comes with being good to the core. 

He acted and sung - like every great performer

"But any kind of physical 
touching can be very up¬ 
setting and traumatic for 
some people. 


"Victims of any kind of as¬ 
sault can feel concerned 
about their physical safety 
making them fearful that it 
might happen again."

ENGLISH CARRIAGE CLOCKS, HANDMADE IN BRIDPORT, AVAILABLE FOR CHRISTMAS!! 


THE Henley Carriage Clock, the only 
carriage clock made in England, is 
being handmade in Bridport at Bat¬ 
tens Jewellers. Richard Batten who 
opened his first shop in Bridport in 
1974, is well-known for being a clock 
repairer and restorer as well as a tra¬ 
ditional jeweller. In 2011 Richard set 
up his company English Carriage 
Clocks and started making the fa¬ 
mous HENLEY carriage clock; a clock 
he had sold in his shop for many 
years when it was made in Henley by 
Roger Field, the founder and pro¬ 
ducer. When Roger Field retired, 
some 20 years ago, production of 
these famous clocks stopped too. 
Rather than see the famous HENLEY 
Carriage Clock disappear com¬ 
pletely, Richard decided to re-estab¬ 
lish his friend's business. All the 
original tooling, press tools, gear cut¬ 
ting engines and many components 


were shipped from Roger Field's 
home in Henley to their new home 
in Bridport, Dorset. 

The English Carriage Clock Com¬ 
pany is now making three variants - 
Henley Anglaise, Henley Obis and 
Henley Ovale. Since starting to pro¬ 
duce these handcrafted time pieces 
Richard has received some signifi¬ 
cant orders including producing car¬ 
riage clocks for the Buckingham 
Palace Shop and more recently for 
the Diamond Jubilee. 

Although the clocks are normally 
made to order, to give the people of 
Bridport and surrounding areas an 
opportunity to treat themselves, to 
buy as a gift or just to admire, three 
Henley clocks have been made espe¬ 
cially to sell for Christmas. They will 
be on display in Battens Jewellers' 
shop window, South Street, Bridport, 
during December.

Matthew receives 
his bravery medal 
from the palace 

A DORSET man who rescued a 
neighbour's family from a burning 
building was presented with the 
Queen's Gallantry award. 

Matthew Robinson received the 
award at a Buckingham Palace 
ceremony in recognition of his 
bravery in rescuing five children 
from the blaze in Abbotsbury in 
2010. 

Asked what it is like to be a hero, 
the 20-year-old mechanic said:"It 
feels quite good, I'm not going to 
lie." 

He continued: "It is good to 
know that the Queen realises that 
people in our own country do 
stuff that is heroic as well." 

Mr Robinson, 20, heard Tracee 
Barlow screaming for help as her 
children were trapped in their 
home when it caught fire, in Jan¬ 
uary 2010. 

Mr Robinson's mother Jackie 
Robinson, got a ladder and 
helped three of the children es¬ 
cape. 

But Mr Robinson went even 
further, venturing inside the burn¬ 
ing house to gather Ms Barlow's 
son Jack, 11, and daughter 
Chantelle, five, before passing 
them out of the window to his fa¬ 
ther, Roy Robinson. 

Dorset Police have said there 
would "almost certainly have 
been a more serious, if not a fatal, 
consequence" if it had not been 
for the Robinsons'actions.

BRITAIN'S best-selling new Ford Fiesta will be the first car 
in the UK to feature Ford's MyKey technology, which en¬ 
ables parents to place restrictions on younger drivers to 
promote safer driving. 

Ford-exclusive MyKey enables owners to programme a 
key - usually for younger drivers - that restricts the top 
speed of the Fiesta, reduces the maximum volume of the 
audio system, and even disables the audio system alto¬ 
gether if driver and passengers are not using safety belts. 
It can also prevent the driver from deactivating safety tech¬ 
nologies such as Electronic Stability Control and Active City 
Stop, which can help mitigate or prevent low-speed colli¬ 
sions. 

"All parents know that if teenagers are experts at one 
thing, it's finding ways of getting into trouble," said Ford's 
European MyKey system architect, Peter Patzelt."MyKey al¬ 
lows Fiesta owners to set sensible restrictions for young 
drivers, and delivers peace-of-mind for parents." 

The launch comes as the Government confirms it will take 
action to improve road safety among young drivers. 

European drivers under the age of 25 are up to twice as 
likely to be involved in a fatal accident*; and a Ford-com¬ 
missioned survey of the parents of 17- to 20-year-old driv¬ 
ers reveals 46 per cent say their number one concern is that 
their children are speeding. 

The MyKey system forms part of the new Fiesta's safety 
and driver assistance package that also includes SYNC 
Emergency Assistance and Ford's Intelligent Protection Sys¬ 
tem with seven airbags. 

MyKey was first introduced by Ford in the US, and is now 
standard on most new North American Ford vehicles. 
MyKey also now features as standard equipment across 
much of the new Fiesta range, and Ford ultimately plans to 
roll-out the technology across its European product line¬ 
up by 2015. 

MyKey works by recognising different keys for the same 
car and then adjusting the vehicle settings according to the 
owner's requirements. It also enables owners to pro¬ 
gramme chimes to sound at set points between 40-80mph, 
prevents seatbelt reminders from being disabled and de¬ 
livers an earlier low-fuel warning. 

The survey of more than 6,000 parents of young drivers 
across Europe found 53 per cent of parents would be more 
likely to allow a teenage son or daughter to drive their car 
if it was equipped with MyKey technology. 

"Parents love MyKey because it helps them reduce their 
teenagers' exposure to risk at the wheel," Patzelt said. 
"Young drivers are not too keen on MyKey until they learn 
that it often improves the chances their parents will allow 
them to drive in the first place."

Wlizlo wins inaugural Brian Richards belt 


DESPITE the horrendous weather on Saturday 
evening, boxing fans were not deterred from at¬ 
tending the latest Bridport Amateur Boxing Club 
tournament held at the Freshwater Holiday Park, 
and they weren't disappointed writes Stuart 
Broom.

Photosln an emotional speech Bridport's coach 
Alan Slaney announced that the club had intro¬ 
duced a new award this year following the death 
of president Brian Richards who died in January. 

He recalled that when they formed the club 33 
years ago, how the two had made a pact that 
when one decided to finish, the other would also 
stand down. 

However, Brian had asked Alan in a conversa¬ 
tion just before he died that he stayed and kept 
the club running; and Alan had agreed to his re¬ 
quest. 

In memory of the co-founder, the committee 
have introduced a new award,The Brian Richards 
Memorial Belt, a simulated world title belt, for the 
best Bridport boxer of the year, which he pre¬ 
sented to Polish boxer Wojgiech Wlizlo. 

This was followed by a ten bell salute or'final 



ten count'as it is known. 

Thirteen-year-old Lucian Sherwood was the 
first Bridport boxer to fight in a junior contest 
against Weymouth's Leon Fowler, who won a 
unanimous decision after an enthralling fight 
from two boxers making their debuts. 

Bridport's Joe Nowell and Jonathan Fenton- 
Harvey from Lympstone were another pair mak¬ 
ing their debuts, but once again the home boxer 
was beaten by a unanimous decision from the 
judges. 

Jack Chatham as usual started in a very ener¬ 
getic manner and was ahead in the first round 
until a couple of shots rocked him just before the 
bell. This gave his opponent Gary Robinson en¬ 
couragement and he finally wore the home boxer 
down to score a double for the Lympstone club. 

The last bout of the evening involved two more 
debutants, Bridport's Sy Storey and Peter Butler 


from Blandford, and it was the North Dorset 
boxerthat came out on top with a couple of stun¬ 
ning punches that saw the referee stop the fight 
midway through the first round. 

Sturminster Newton's Bella Murphy failed to get 
revenge on a points defeat by Chloe Le Page of 
Weymouth two weeks ago, losing a majority de¬ 
cision after an entertaining battle. 

There was success however for two of the club's 
male boxers. Steven Clarke earned a unanimous 
verdict over Marcus Preddy of Broad Plains, as did 
Chris Adams over Barnstaple's Nico Fadden in two 
of the best fights of the night. 

In an exclusive interview on the night, Jamie 
Speight told View Sport that he was the fittest he 
has ever been going into his fight for the vacant 
Southern Area Super-Bantamweight of Great 
Britain title at Southampton this Friday against 
Jose Fernandes. 

Speight who has dropped two weight divisions 
to contest this fight said: "I have been fighting 
boxers bigger than me; Scott Moises who I beat 
for the featherweight title is 6'1". 

"I was training with Lee Haskins (British and Eu¬ 
ropean Bantamweight champion) and he said to 
me why don't I fight lower? 

"I'm probably two inches taller than him but 
we're pretty much the same build - and he gets 
down to 8st 31b for fights, and he convinced me 
that I was more than capable of going to 8st 101b 
and still boxing.This gives me a height advantage 
at the lower weight, and I'm two inches taller than 
Fernandes whose 5'5". I've been training hard and 
really punching well, and the fittest I have ever 
been, so Fernandes is in for the hardest fight of 
his life." 

Talking about the evening's boxing at Freshwa¬ 
ter Speight said:"l've been very impressed. I think 
Alan has done a great job as its a very well 
matched show and well contested. 

"It's a great turn out by the public and it's been 
a pleasure to be invited and be part of it. I think 
Brian (Richards) will be looking down and be very 
proud."
